Regarding independent claims 1, 10, 18, and 25, the prior art of records do not show the 
method of obtaining scanned handwritten command mark written with a conventional writing 
implement onto a conventional medium, wherein the conventional writing implement includes at 
least one of a pen and pencil and wherein the conventional medium includes at lease one a piece 
of paper, cardboard, plastic, metal, or cloth; and recognizing the scanned handwritten command 
mark as a command that may be executed by a processor, wherein the scanned handwritten 
command mark is recognized only if the scanned handwritten command mark is placed on a 
specified area of the conventional medium. 

The prior art of records teach the similar concept but the handwritten stroke data is 
written on a surface of a digital inkpad by a stylus.
